Description: 

The most exciting hockey games are those that have a good mix of hockey play as well as 
hockey challenge. 

To start the game, each player enters initials for his team’s name. The action then begins at the 

all the things a real-life hockey player can do. He skates around the rink, constantly trying to 
gain control of the puck. By checking or punching opponents, the player can steal the puck. 
He can pass the puck to one of his team members for an assist, or shoot for a goal himself. 
Throughout the game, an announcer describes the action occurring on the rink. 

When tempers flare up, the punches will fly. In Blades of Steel, one-on-one blows lead to a 
close-up fight. With the crowd cheering them on, players insult each other, throw their gloves 
down, and start swinging. The only penalty in Blades of Steel occurs if you lose the fight. The 
loser is ejected from the game for 30 seconds, putting the game into Power Play. The winner 
gains control of the puck. 

25< buys 1 minute of playing time, expandable up to three 20-minute periods. If one player 
beats the CPU in a game, he is awarded extra playing time. A full game consists of three 20- 
minute periods. After each period, one bonus stage is given, either Slap Shot stage or Block 
Shot stage (alternating). In the Slap Shot stage, the player shoots as many goals as he can in 
the amount of time given. In the Block Shot stage, the player blocks oncoming shots from the
